A duplicate of each Policy is always filed in 
the Insurance Department, and is always accessible 
to the Policy-H older; and, finally, as the State, by 
its Treasurer and Superintendent of Insurance, holds 
all assets in trust for Policy-H olders, the insured, 
under this system, are guaranteed protection from 
anv loss through mismanagement, extravagance, 
robbery, defalcation, or speculation. With such legal 
safe guards thrown around a Policy, the insured may 
I eel mat all that Life Insurance can legitimately give 
is \.o be found in a Policy issued under this system.
